°"The battalion assembled for formation at 10 a. mM.

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ORDNANCE WORK FOR THE ARMY. 


Briac.-Gen, D. W. FLAGLER in his first annual re 
portas Chief of Ordnance, shows very gratifying 
progress in the work of guu construction during the 


Past year. 

Thus far the Department has completed two 8- 
inch, one 10-inch, and one 12-inch B. L. steel rifled 
guo of high power. The first 8 inch gun, made at 
the West Point Foundry in 1886, bas been fired 300 
rounds, and, except the usual erosion of the bore, 1s 
in good condition. A second 8-inch gun completed 
at the gun factory in 1890, and the first piece of that 
calibre produced in this coun entirely of Ameri- 
can steel, has been fired more than 100 rounds with- 
out injury, and with entire satisfaction av respects 
the working of the breech mechanism. Some ver 
interesting firings have recently been made with this 
gun in testing asample of smokeless powder pro- 
cured from the Rotbweil-Cologne Works, Germany. 
The results are significant; they show a remarkable 
advance on the best results thus far obtained with 
brown powder of American manufacture, as ap- 
pears from the following extract from the firing re- 
cords of the 8-in. and 10-in. guns, viz.:

Concerning the subject of magazine small arms, 
the report says : 

It is important to state that up to the present time the 
i tions made and knowledge gained by this Depart- 
ment bave not demonstrated so much excellence in the 
magazine arms which have been adopted by foreign na- 
tiuns as was expected, and have not shown such perfection 
in apy one of them as could warrant its adoption for our 
Service. It is boped that this country can produce a better 
arm, and until it can, or certaiuly until it bas been demon- 
strated that it can not, it would be wise to defer a change 
trom the excellent single-loader now iv service to a maga- 
zine system. No efforts will be spared to arrive at a satis- 
factory magazine arm. The advantages of a reduction of 
calibre and of a chaoge to smokeless powder for the car- 
tridge are well established, though in regard to the latter 
much has yet to be determined in regard to the ability of 
this country to supply a suitable powder in suitable quan- 
tities, and of the ability of such powders to stand long stor- 
age and exposure to low temperatures without too great 
deterioration of their ballistic qualities.

MORE DOCTORS FOR THE ARMY.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


THERE is an annual waste by shipwreck and 
otherwise of 400,000 tons of British shipping. 


THE long voyage of the Yorktown to Chili will 
give an opportunity for the economy of the triple 
expansion engine. 


THE new type British torpedo ship Vulcan is not 
a success. Too little space and weight bave been 
allowed for machinery, which is flimsy, and is un- 
able to bear any severe strain. She has veen again 
put into dock. 


It has been decided to supply the new first-class 
cruisers of the Edgar, none of which are yet com- 
pleted, with torpedo net defences. Hitherto these 
defences have, with the exception of the No 
ton and Shannon, only been fitted to battleships. 


WHEN the repairs on the Dolphinare finished she 
will take the place left vacant by the he 
Meantime the Vesuvius will be used when a des- 
patch boat is needed. The Dolphin will bave a new 
complement of officers and men, and will be at- 
tached to the North Atlantic Station.

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THE CHILIAN DIFFICULTIES. 


WHATEVER may be the outcome of the present 
Chilian situation, it is quite apparent that the 
Navy Department is preparing to meet the extreme 
possibilities of the case. There will soon be a ma- 
terial increase in the forces in the Pacific. The 
Newark, Atlanta, Concord and Bennington are 
booked for early departure from home waters for 
service in the South Pacific, and the Philadelphia, 
which left New York last week for St. Thomas 
will, it is expected, receive orders upon her arrival 
there to continue on to those waters, the object 
being to place Rear-Admiral Gherardi in command 
of the vessels in the South Pacific, which with 
those already thereand en route will comprise 
the Baltimore, Oapt. W. 8. Schley ; Yorktown, 
Comdr. R. D. Evans; Boston, Oapt. G. O. Wiltsie; 
Newark, Capt. Silas Oasey; Philadelphia; Oapt. 
Frederick Rogers; Concord, Comdr. O. A. Batchel- 
lor; Bennington, Comdr. R. B. Bradford, and the 
Qoy | Petret,Lt.Comar. M. R. S. Mackensie. The latter sail- 
ed last week ostensibly for China, via the Suez Canal, 
but she was overhauled at Sandy Hook and directed 
to go by way of Brazil, stopping at Bahia, where 
she may receive instructions that will keep her in 
the Pacific. The captains of the Atlanta, the Con 
cord and the Bennington have been ordered to 
have their respective vessels ready for sea next 
week, with provisions for one year aboard. The 
Miantonomoh is also rapidly approaching complet- 
ing. The Newark at Boston has nearly finished 
her repairs. 

The Santiago correspondent of the London Times 
charges the American correspondents, the American 
Minister, the American Consul at Valparaiso, and 
Captain Schley with stirring up strife. He says: 
‘‘The consequence of this official filibustering is 
that the warships of other nations, which were about 
to leave Chili, have been ordered to remain. These 
deliberate provocations will not make the Ohilean 
Government abandon its correct judicial attitude. 





There is, I repeat, absolutely no hostiie feeling in 
Ohili against the United States; but such a feeling 
may be brought about unless more prudence is dia- 
played.” Captain Schley reports that there are no 
indications of hostility toward the Baltimore. The 
charge against him of stirring up strife is not worthy 
ofreply. The foreign papers are as free as usual in 
their expressions of opinion concerning the Chilian 
affair, but, so far as we have seen, none of them 
venture to defend the course of Chili. The London 
Times thinks that she ‘has not been too kindly 
treated in her troubles, has really done nothing cal- 
ling for punishment, and 1s too weak for a self-re- 
specting adversary to strike, exeept with the 
greatest reluctance.” 

The London Saturday Review says: ‘‘ There can 
be no question that the determination of the United 
States to demand explanation of, or even repara- 
tion for, the attack made on its sailers at Valpa- 
raiso is absolutely ‘correct.’” The Review further 
shows that if the faults on the part of the United 
States were ten times as many as are charged, 
“American citizens should still not be liable to be 
stabbed at discretion by a Chilian mob. As for the 
tu quoque about the lynchers, it is little better than 
silly.” It says: ‘‘ The riot at Valparaiso is unfor- 
tunately a very serious sign that the mob of Chili 
has been brutalized and its Government weakened 
by the late civil war.” Speaking of the possibility 
of war, the London Spectator says: ‘‘ Chili has no 
ally, Peru would instantiy attack her to recover the 
nitrate region and revenge her own cruel defeat, 
and every month of war would exhaust Ohili and 
strengthen the forces of the American Govern- 
ment.” It further informs us that ‘‘ Commodore 
Tracy could buy by telegraph every ‘ obsolete’ but 
efficient ironclad in the world. The American iron- 
masters, also, would plate great steamers by the 
dozen and American sailors would use them with 
the courage of a forlorn-hope.” We ‘do not de- 
sire war, but there can be no question that ‘‘Chili” 
would cease to be a geographical expression after 
we had done with her. We have no use for her 
territory, but her jealous neighbors have. Still, we 
have not felt ealled upon to stimulate the war feeling. 
It is not the office of the Military Services or of 
their representatives to take part in belligerent talk. 





In an article in the September number of the 
** Journal of the U. S. Cavalry Association,” Lieut. 
Wom. A. Shunk, 8th Oavalry, shows how foreign 
critics are misled as to the experiences of our Civil 
War. Oommenting upon the errors of one critic— 
General Lord Wolseley—he asks : ‘‘Is the American 
soldier so incomparably superior to all others that 
he can, though ‘ very imperfectly drilled and un- 
disciplined,’ perform deeds which compare favor- 
ably with any military achievement in history ?” 
Professor Shaler shows that he is superior by na- 
ture, and the experiences of our war prove that he 
can be made superior in drill and discipline. For- 
eign observers are misled by our errors of political 
administration that prevented us from obtaining the 
military results possible to us. Instead of estab- 
lishing a system of reserve battalions and keeping 
up our disciplined organizations the waste of war 
was toa large extent supplied by recruiting new 
regiments. 








A FOREIGN OPINION. 


Tur Army and Navy Gazette says: “Some light is 
thrown upon the cause of the recent outrages upon 
American seamen in Chili by the letter we print 
elsewhere from our correspondent at Va)paraiso. 
He states that it was popularly supposed by the 
Cong1essionals that Admiral Brown supplied to their 
enemies the first detailed intelligence of the landing 
of the army of the Junta. In these circumstances 
it is not to be wondered at that, when combined 
with the disagreeable impression created by the 
proceedings in the case of the Itata, a feeling of 
hostility to the citizens of the United States should 
manifest itself on the part of those who consider 
themselves to have been unfairl¥'treated. There is 
nothing in this, however, to extenuate the outrage 
upon the seamen of the Baltimore, one [two] of 
whom was unfortunately killed. If the Chilian au- 
thorities are wise, they will act with promptitude, 
and show that, although a few irresponsible 
rowdies may wish to evince their ill-feeling, the 
Government is ready to put down such acts with a 
strong hand. 

“What either party has to gain by an appeal to 
‘rms is as difficult to understand, as it is easy to see 
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how much each may easily lose in purseand reputa- 
tion if the extreme course is taken. So far as we can 
judge, the Government of the United States does 
not seem to have acted in the matterin a manner 
very far different from that in which ourown might 
bave acted in similar circumstances. If a British 
officer had reported to his Government through bis 
admiral that British bluejackets had been murder- 
ed and stabbed by a mob, say at Athens, and that 
the Greek police had joined in the attack on them, 
it is pretty certain that our action would have been 
sharp and instant—at least we hopeso. All well 
wishers of Chili must hope that she will make every 
reparation possible for the ill deeds of some of her 
less reputable sons. 

“To us, however, with intimate knowledge of the 
present powers of the opposed States for aggression 
and defence respectively, it is not astonishing that 
the Chilian Government should feel inclined to 
laugh at Yankee threats. The marvel would be if 
Mr. Tracy, the Secretary of the U.S. Navy, and a 
thoroughly clear sighted man, had got it into his 
head that the force at his disposal was sufficiently 
overwhelming to entirely obviate the possibility of 
disaster. The President of the Junta is Geo. Montt, 
a naval officer, the organizer of the victories of the 
Congressionals, a student of Colomb aud Mahan, a 
man who has successfully put into practice their 
precepts, and one who is intimately and thoroughly 
acquainted with the geographical advantages and 
disadvantages of his country’s location, and the rel- 
ative sea power of Chili and the Northern Repub- 
lic. 1f this man has deliberately snubbeda great 
power like the United States, depend upon it that it 
is because he has estimated at its proper value the 
ability of that power to attack and of his own to de- 
fend the interests of ‘the English of South America.’ 
One result of the question, whichever way it ends, 
is obvious; further and fuller exertions on the part 
of our cousins across the Atlantic to builda Navy, 
and one that shall be capable anywhere of making 
their power felt if necessary. 

“The Chilian naval force in Chilian waters, if it 
be true that the Hrrazuriz is at Sandy Point, in the 
Straits of Magellan, consists of : 
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Besides one or two ships, four or five improvised cruisers, 
and a flotilla of 20 torpedo boats. 


The two first named are well known armorclads 
with modern armaments; the next pair are ‘ pro- 
tected ’ cruisers, and should be, if properly fought, 
a match for the Baltimore and San Francisco; the 
last pair are the torpedo gunboats that sunk the 
Encalada. The sloops Chacabuco, ete., had been 
partially disarmed to supply guns to the faster mer- 
chant craft improvised as cruisers: but as a large 
supply of naval ordnance was received just prior to 
the last act of the civil war, it is possible that all the 
smaller vessels are again well provided with guns. 
In the forts of Valparaiso, Iquique, Coquimbo, and 
Arica many guns have been recently mounted ; they 
principally consist of 100 pr. smooth bore Rodmans, 
9 in. Els wick, and 21 cm. Krupp breechloaders. 
“It is interesting to surmise what aggressive steps 
the United States naval officers would take in the 
event of war being declared. Since the action of 
France at Foochow, there could be no valid objec- 
tion raised to Admiral Brown, while yet the dispute 
is a paper one, seizing the Chilian men-of-war by 
night, and taking them boldly out of Valparaiso 
Harbor. It would bea very smart action, and the 
United States naval officers and men could be 
trusted to doit dexterously. Sandy Point, in the 
Straits of Mageilan, belongs to Chili and good coal 
is found in the neighborhood: in the hands of the 
United States citizens, either for a time or alto- 
gether, it would havea future—an immediate future 
in the event of this war, for it would at once supply 
a base and a coaling station. As to blockading a 
coast line of 1,600 miles with three or four ships in 
the face of a force, certainly not inferior at present, 
itis absurd ; nor would it be possible without a land 
torce to seize Iquique in the north, or Anoud in the 
south. The bombardment of townsis a game which 
both could play at; but it would not be worth the 
while of either. Coronel, however, from which 
Place all the coal of Chili, not sea borne, is pro- 
cured, is well within range of a cruiser’s guns, and 
& war vessel lying off here would, by stopping the 
supply of fuel, harass the natives considerably, not 
to mention that it would mean putting out the gas- 
lights everywhere. Furthermore, the trade of Chil! 
would be destroyed by United States commerce 
destroyers.”

THE City of Mexico, alive to the necessity for the 
most modern improvements in sewerage, is now ep- 
gaged upon an extensive system of sewer works, to 
cost, when finished, about $16,000,000. Robert Gayal, 
the Chief Engineer of the City of Mexico, is inspect- 
ing the sewer systems of all the large American 
cities, and is at present in Philadelphia for that pur- 
pose. 


THE important news comes from Europe that the 
Emperor of Russia wore plain clothes in public for 
the first time, on a recent occasion, that his tower- 
ing figure was not displayed to advantage in them, 
and that at a railroad station he dined on sand- 
wishes, which he washed down with several bowls 
of tea,(well laced with rum,) which was made on 
the spot by his own servants, with bis own caravan 
tea. 














Tue Evening Post says: ‘‘ Judge Ross’s decision in 
this case of the Itata, following on his decision in 
the case of the Robert and Minnie, and supported 
as it is by Judge Blatchford’s decision in the Florida 
case in 1871, seems to establish the rule that it is no 
violation of neutrality to sell arms to a belligerent, 
or to ship them for transportation to a belligerent 
port, but simply an operation of lawful trade. We 
believe the Chilians had good legal opinions to this 
effect before they purchased the arms in New York. 
lt is a rule, too, which our Government, as one 
likely to be neutral in nearly all possible wars, 
ought to have asserted and upheld in the interest of 
American commerce and manufactures.” 








A LONDON correspondent of the New York Her- 
ald, says: “The difference between the pension 
system in the United States and Great Britain can 
be shown with no better illustration than in the 
case of William Rodgers, a British Army pensioner 
who died recently in absolute starvation. He wasin 
the Dragoon Guards for twelve years and had fought 
in many battles, and after being totally disabled 
and unfit for work retired on the magnificent pen- 
sion equivalent to $43 a year, and on this the veteran 
could do no better than starve to deatb. The 
English workhouses are filled with the defenders of 
the British Empire.”’ 








A Lonpon correspondent, reviewing the European 
situation, writes: *‘ [f Russia occupied six-sevenths 
of the world's area instead of one-seventh, she could 
not more completely monopolize attention than she 
does now. Practically everything on the Continent 
which people talk about has a Muscovite coloring 
of some sort. To all financial mishaps and shrinkages 
in the various money centres is given a Russian 
twist in men’s minds. Trade is bad, credit low, liv- 
ing expenses are swollen, budgets are increased, 
taxes are muitiplied, labor is unemployed, all on 
account of Russia. There is more truth, too, in all 
this than at first would beimagined. All Europe 
is becoming demoralized by contact with this di- 
seased and bankrupt barbarism.” 








Tue Admiralty will only demand 13,000 horse 
power with from 18 to 19 knots, instead of 20,000 
h. p. and 22 knots, from the Blake, as she is not to be 
submitted to a forced draught trial. The weakness 
of the single combustion chamber having been dis- 
covered before the completion of the Blake, a brick 
partition was erected, but this is not considered re- 
liable. In this connection it is worthy of note that 
the present Chief of the Bureau of Steam Engineer- 
ing has steadily set his opinion against the use of the 
single combustion chamber, with the result that 
none of the boilers of the “New Navy” are so fitted. 








A Nieur attack on Kiel during the German Au- 
tumn Manceuvres was repulsed by the forts. Buoys, 
lights, and leading marks were supposed to have 
been removed, and no vessels were permitted to 
enter without pilots.

THE TRIAL OF ARMOR-PLATE,. 


AN examination of the backs of the armor plates 
by the Trial Board, Rear-Admiral Kimberly presi- 
dent, was made this week. They found no reason 
to change their opinion as to the relative value of 
the three plates as the result of this examination. 
The bigh carbon nickel-steel plate from the Bethle- 
bem Iron Works showed even better results than 
the appearance of the plates indicated. Lhoro was 
comparatively little bulging of the back under the 
shots, and the cracks were not so serious as they ap- 

to be on the day of the firing. While the 

cracks went through they were not continuous, 
The backing was —9 except where the point 
of the 8-inch shot broke into it slightly at the centre. 
It will be used over again for mounting another 
plate. The backing of both the other plates were 
too badly damaged to be used again. There was also 
an indentation under the lower right-hand shot. 
The cracks in the plate were found to be about as 
indicated by its face. The Harveyized all-steel 
plate from Bethlehem did not do quite as well as 
might have been expected from its face. The com- 
parative softness of the body of this plate was 
doubtless much against it. and when the projectiles 
once got through the bard carbonized surface they 
encountered comparatively little resistance. The 
ordnance officials, as intimated in the Journat last 
week, are now well satisfied that the high carbon 
pickel is the best plate extant, and on the strength 
of the first day’s trial have authorized Carnegie, 
Phipps and Co. and the Bethlehem Iron Works to 
ure nickel alloy in all armor plates provided for in 
their contracts. Piain steel is now out of the ques- 
tion for armor plate purposes. The Harvey system 
of decarbonizationu, or some other system of surface 
hardening, will, it is believed by many of the ord- 
nance officials, eventually be used to still further 
—— the quality of the nickel plate, but it is 
still in a more or less experimental siage aud must 
be further developed before it will be permanently 
adopted by the Navy Department. In the frst 
place the present method of treatment is too ex- 
sive to admit of its adoption for general use. it 
hoped that it will be found practicable to apply 
the hardening process to the ingot before it is ham- 
mered or rolled, and thus avoid the expense of 


deuble treatment, and a year’s ex ment in this 
line, it is believed by many, will bring about the 
desired end.

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ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The Austrian military authorities during their 
late autumn manceuvres found that the men could 
not be trained to reserve their fire. On several oo- 
casions in the course of the manceuvres large bodies 
of men were found, at a critical stage in the opera- 
tions, without a shot in reserve, at the very time 
when they should have been able to fire their fast- 
est.

Russia last 
winter, it appears that parapets made of snow are 
equally effeetive in resisting ———— resist 
ing the fire of modern small arms. ith parapets 18 
feet thick, it was found that shells passed through 
the parapet, but did not burst. Parapets, however, 
constructed of 22 feet of beaten snow, or 25 feet of 
loose snow, offered thorough protection against field 
artillery fired ata range of 640 metres, while even at 
this exceptionally short range it was very difficult 
to make out the object to be fired at. As the occa- 
sion would very rarely present iteelf when guns 
could be used at this range, it is clear that a thick- 
nees of 25 teet may be considered as a maximum, 
and that where climatic conditions allow of snow 
being used for temporary field works, it offers 
the best protective material that could be utilized 
for the purpose.

As regards shi “e guns, railways, 
and in fact everytbing else, Alexander Ill. has en- 
forced the policy of home manufacture and con- 
struction, the use of Russian raw material, and, as 
far as possible, of Russian akill, to the exclusion of 
all foreign aid and importation by means of prohib- 
itory duties and refusal to grant concessions to for- 
eigners. If, therefore, as the Cologne Gazette points 
out, after taking long years to prepare a rifle of her 
own, Russia has gone to the length of ordering 
half a million of these new riflesin France merely 
in order to gain one year in the rearming of her 
troops, we may judge by this fact alone how press- 
ing and —— tbe matter must bave been repre- 
— to be b y the Czar’s military and waz-seeking 
advisers.”
